took the floor and replied to Brown's 
statement that he had played poh;

uting the various code departments 
among the 
elective state 
officers, 
without consulting either republicans 
or democrats in the house, and that 
some of the democrats came to him 
afterward and asked why he hadn't 
given it to them or to Governor 
Bryan.
